Washington Police Chief So 
Styled Inauguration Visit- 
ors—Sylvester Says He 
Tried to Protect Women.

Washington, March 8.—In a stuffy, 
overcrowded committee room, the 
leaders of the suffrage parade that 
was halted by disorder in the streets 
here Monday told the senate subcom- 
mittee investigating the’ affair today 
of their efforts to secure proper pro- 
tection. Major Richard Sylvester, su- 
perintendent of police, related his side 
of the: story, declaring he believed he 
had placed a force on Pennsylvania 
avenue that was ample to handle the 
crowd and protect the parade. 

Jeers and hisses greeted statements 
favorable to the police, while evidence 
derogatory to the officials was ap- 
plauded. At times the committee had 
difficulty in maintaining order. 

Miss Alice Paul, chairman ‘of the 
committee which arranged for the pa- 
rade, told the committee that for over 
a month she and her associates had 
‘*bhombarded” Major Sylvester and the 
war department in their efforts to in- 
sure the proper — protection for the 
parade. 

“The district authorities would refer 
us to the war department and the war 
department would tell us that if there 
Was any trouble the fault would be 
with the district authorities,” she said. 

When the suffragists were urging 
Major Sylvester to grant them a per- 
mit to parade in Pennsylvania avenue, 
Miss Paul declared, the superintendent 
of police endeavored to dissuade them 
by telling them that the huge inaugu- 
ration crowds would be disorderly, and 
that he had too few men at his dis- 
posal to afford them proper protec- 
tion. After the permit finally was 
granted, Miss Paul said, she reminded 
Major Sylvester of these statements 
and urged him to request aid from the 
war department. This_he did not do.

“I belleved the force I had placed on 
the avenue gufficient,” he said. 

“Then if the avenue was not proper- 
ly cleared by 3 o’clock on the day of 
the parade, in your judgment the men 
and officers on duty there did not do 
their duty?” asked Chairman Jones. 

“Yes, sir, that is it,” answered Major 
Sylvester: “I was surprised and shock- 
ed when I reached Pennsylvania ave- 
nue after escorting President-elect 
Wilson to his hotel to find that the 
crowd had overflowed into the street 


He Called for Cavalry. 

Major Sylvester said he was at the 
union station to meet President-elect 
Wilson when he received word as to 
conditions. He ordered the .cavalry 
brought from Fort Myer. 

The huge crowds, Major Sylvester 
sald, ceuld hardly have been kept on 
the sidewalks, but they could have 
been held back enough to allow the 
parade space to pass in an orderly 
manner. He outlined at length the 
dispasition of men and the orders ts 
them, and declared that there were 
more men on duty along the line of 
march for the suffrage parade than 
for the inaugural parade on March 4. 
He also presented reports from the 
officers in charge along the line of 
march. Steps had already been taken 
for a thorough investigation of the 
matter by the police department, he 
said, and any breach of duty would be 
punished. 

Major Svivester said that the hos- 
pital reports showed only one person 
injured and elevén cases of exhaustion 
during the parade.

JURY COULDN'T AGREE 
UN CLARENCE DARROW 


‘Mistrial in Case of the Attorney 
for McNamaras Who Was 
Accused of Bribery. 


Los Angeles, Cal. March 8&.—The 
jury trying Clarence S, Darrow on a 
sharge of jury bribery reported today 
that it was unable to agree and Judge 
Conley discharged it. 

The last ballot stood eight to four, 
but whether for acquital or conviction 
was not stated. 

Darrow’s counsel. immediately an- 
nounced that he woud ask for a re- 
trial. 

Mr. Darrow asked that the time for 
setting a new trial be fixed a week 
from next Monday. 

Deputy District Attorney Ford was 
reminded by the court that he had 
said during his closing argumeut that 
ne would not try the case again. Did 
this mean that the indictment against 
Darrow would be dismissed? 

Ford replied that he referred only 
co his own personal attitude and had 
no authority to speak for District At- 
corney Fredericks. 

This was Darrow’s second trial on 
tharges almost identical. In the first 
trial a jury unanimously found him 
innocent and the judge congratulated 
aim from the bench, 

Twelve ballots were taken and the 
best Darrow had any time was six 
jurors.. That was early tn the ballot- 
ing and in a short time two were won 
over by those who desired conviction. 
The jury never at any time stood 
eleven for conviction*®and one for ac- 
quittal. Foreman Pettingill, whose 
request for instructions when the jury 
first reported shortly after 10 o’clock, 
was construed to that effect, said he 
meant “‘no such thing.” Eight to. four 
was the nearest the jury ever came t9 
a decision, he said. 

Judge Conley, on his own motion, 
fixed March 31 as the date for a new 
trial, which will be~ the third on 
charges almost identical. 

Darrow thanked the 
added: 

“T'll fight it out; I should have been 
acquitted on the evidence, and I shall 
surely fare better next time.” 

“If Darrow wants a new trial he can 
have it,” said John D. Fredericks, dis- 
trict attorney, after the disagreement 
had been reported to him. “I was con- 
fident,” continued Fredericks, “that 
this jury would convict, and in conse- 
quence had not considered the possi- 
bility of a new trial. But it is my 
practice to bring important cases 
again after a disagreement.” 

Darrow was bonded at $10,000 under 
the Bain indictment. He will remain 
at liberty under the bond pending final 
disposition of the case. 

Darrow’s own arguments were re- 
sponsible for his failure to go rree, ace | 
cording to one of the jurors who asked 
that his name be withheld. 

Darrow’s declaration that, although 
the bomb which destroyed The Laos / 
Angeles Times building had killed 
twenty men, the McNamara brothers. 
were not murderers, but workers in a 
great cause, alienated several of the 
jurors. One of Darrow’s 
counsel averred the same belief. 

Ip commenting further on the case, 
District Attorney Fredericks recom. 
mended that the Los Angeles Bar as- 
socaition teke action to have Darrow 
disbarred because of 
gave.

Chicago, March 8.—Members of ‘the 
state senate vice commission, as a re- 
sult of the last two sessions here, are 
beginning to regard themselves. as 
successful missionaries rather than as 
inquisitors and framers of law.

He died at the post 
of duty. 

Mrs. I. Springer,

“This brave, loyal fireman, who was 
killed On duty last night,” says Cap- 
tain Harrison, “was the sole support 
of his widowed mother and his young 
sisters and little brother. He was one 
of the most rellable men of the de- 
partment. His father ‘was the one- 
armed Robert Dougherty who died in 
Atlanta some tén years ago and who 
was a member of Atlanta camp 159, 
UU. G& V., at the time of his death. I 
know this family needs help and I 
hope that Bob Dougnherty’s old com- 
rades and friends will not-permit them 
to suffer in this hour of misfortune.”

Delayed on Connection, Says Clerk. 

Charles Regar, chief of the railway 


mail service, told The Constitution 
Saturday afternoon that the accumu- 
lation of mail on No. 93 was due to 
delays in connections between Nash- 
ville and Atlanta, and not to the lack 
of clerks to handle the mails. It is 
said that part of the mail brought 
here on No. 93 was taken from No. l, 
was due at 8:35 a. m. 

The postoffice authorities also say 
that one of the clerks on No. 1 took 
eick, and crippled the working force. 
It is also said that the extra mall 
which No. 1 was forced to carry from 
Nashville was too heavy for the crew. 
Forty-seven sacks brought to Atlanta 
on No. 93 were left over from Friday’s 
mail.

BLIND SINGER KEPT SINGING 
AND CHECKED THEATER PANIC 


—— 


Worcester, Mass., March 8.—The 
coolness of Edward I. Boyle, a blind 


singer, te keeping on with his song 
while fire spread rapidly in the bal- 
cony of a local theater tonight, pre- 
vented a panic among the. 600 specta- 
tors, all of whom filed out to safety. 
When the last of the audience reached 
the door Joseph L. Rogers, the pianist, 
leaped on the stage and led the blind 
man out through a rear exit. 

Harry W. Lynch, son of the pro- 
prietor of the theater, first saw the 
flames running along the lower part 
of the balcony, where electric wires 
had become crossed. Stepping to the 
side of Boyle, who was singing an il- 
lustrated song with all lights turned 
down, Lynch quietly announced that a 
small blaze had been discovered. He 
requested the audience to file out 
promptly, but without confusion. 

There was a quick. shuffling of feet 
and several persons had broken into a 


yrun when Boyle signaled to Rogers at 
the piano to “start something.” Rogers 
struck at once into a popular air, and 
as Boyle’s voice rang out distinctly, 
without a quiver, all signs of a panic 
vanished. In the dark the singer and 
the pianist kept on with the song. 
Boyle’s brother, Thomas, who attends 
the blind man, was across the street 
being shaved when he saw smoke 
pouring from the theater. Collarless, 


with half of his face shaved and half 
lathered, he bolted for the theater and 
fought his way through 
that jammed the stairs to save nis 
brother. He reached the door just in 
time to see Rogers rush the blind man 
through a rear door. 

On’ February 19, while playing the 
piano at another theater, Rogers was 
caught in a fire, but stuck to his post 
until all the audience filed out. In to- 
night’s fire the theater was destroyed 


and adjoining property in the business 
district was seriously threatened.

Following an investigation into the 
tragic death of Fireman Charles 
Dougherty, who was electrocuted 
while fighting flames at the home of 
Mrs. lL. A: Jones, 363 Washington 
, Street, Friday night, City Electrician 
(Turner has placed the blame upon the 
Georgia Railway and Power company, 
whose wires, he says, caused the fire- 
fighter’s death. 


He also states that the cause of the 
disastrous fire was faulty insulation 
of the wires which killed Fireman 
Dougherty. Many houses all over the 
city, he declared, are liable to de- 
struction from fire by a combination 
of the same circumstances. 

“After exarfiining the place,” Mr, 
Turner said, “I am satisfied that the 
secondary wire leading into the house 
came in contact with the primary wire 
of -the street are circuit between the 
transformer and the residencey This 
threw a high voltage on the _ cable, 
which caused the fireman’s death. If 
the insulation on the arc circuit had 
been as it snould the chances are the 
contact would have done no harm. 

“What needs to be done to prevent 
such fires and such deaths is this: 

‘Kirst, the neutral wire on every 
secondary circuit in the city should be 
| grounded. Other cities require it. 
Life and property will be endangered 
until it is done. Second, the Power 
and Light company should be made 
to keep its poles and wires in sound 
condition and to Keep the higher volt- 
age cables within safe distance from 
the lesser wires.”

I finished up the season with De- 
troit, pidying in forty-two games and 
hitting .242. While my record was not 
anything to be proud of, 
rience had given me absolute confi- 
dence. I had been mustered in. These 
forty-two games had taught me the 
ways of big league ballplayers. And I 
was confident that I could make good 
the following year. To show their ap- 
preciation and confidence in my abil- 
ity, I suppose, I was given a little in- 
crease in salary. I started for $1,200 
per season, and the Detroit manage- 
ment tacked $300 to that.

Save Your Money. 

I heard of a big league player who 
being paid over three thousand 
dollars for six months’ work, who wis 
a spendthrift. He simply could not 
permit money to rest in his pockets. or 
in bank. One season, he got more 
than one thousand in a series after 
the end of the season In addition to 
his salary. Yet he was so involved in 
debt and had spent his money so free- 
ly that he had to get an advance on 
his next year’s salary to get to his 
home to spend the winter. 

That man must have spent an un- 
winter. Of course, he -could 
borrow and live, for he knew that he 
would have a job the eT ane season. 
But every cent he got during that 
winter decreased his earnings for his 
work in the summer. And unless he 
changes his mode of living, he will 
probably quit the game without a cent 
in his pockets and little chance for 
the future. 

My reaséis for giving this advice— 
and it doesn’t cost you a cent—are for 
the betterment of the game.

It ts safe 
to say that a majority of the students 
for the past several years, and there- 
fore the majority of the more recent 
alumni, want intercollegiate athletics.

be presented to the board of trustees 
in June. In adition to this memorial 
there will be statistics, compiled by a 
committee of the students, giving. the 
attitude and opinion, pro and con, of 
the alumni on the subject of inter- 
athletics.

Fourth, it 
is not believed that the authorities of 
the college would longer oppose inter- 
collegiate games, under proper super- 
vision and control, !{f the weight of 
argument can be presented to them in 
the proper way.

Atlanta has a hitherto undiscov- 
ered, but withal very illustrious ex- 
ception to this rule, and this excep- 
tion is found in the person of Wil- 
liam P., better known as Uncle Billy, 
Cason, policeman, poet, philosopher 
and theologian. That he is a tried 
and true servant of the law, well 
versed and adept in the art of po- 
licing, is proven beyond all perad- 
venture. He is called good in his 
other capacities. Your’ decision, 
however, will depend on your indi- 
vidual convictions upon the qualities 
of verse and creeds. 

Uncle Bill Cason-—it is pronounced 
“Kay-son,” with the wholesome north 
Georgia twang to the “Kay’—is a 
veteran policeman of Atlanta’s force. 
By virtue of his constabulary capac- 
ity, Uncle Billy has the edge on some 
of the most famous bards of history 
in that he possesses a steady job 
that furnishes. three square meals 
daily and provides comfortably for 
the wife and‘kiddies two. 

What is probably Uncle Billy’s most 
remarkable power is that of per- 
Suading inspiration from and com- 
mune with spirits. This has no refer- 
elce to the wine when it is red or 
any other particular hue of the rain- 
bow, for history of all the ages has 
it that poets have ever sought inspi- 
ration in the bowl], but the spirits 
With which Uncle Billy Cason com- 
munes are highly ethereal, for, be it 
knowh, Uncle Billy’s specific duty 
with the police. department is to 
maintain peace and order in the ga- 
cred precincts of Oakland cemetery 
during the tremendously tranquil 
hours between midnight and 8 a. m. 

In the weird solitude of the City 


of the Dead this singular poet-police- ; 
philos- | 
his | 


man nightly works out his 
ophy and creeds and _  indites 
burning verse. It is only here, he 
avers, that he can successfully woo 
the elusive Muse. 

Uncie Billy’s sanctum sanctorum 
consists of a compartmented building 
in the cemetery. In one section are 
stored all the unidentified corpses 
relegated to Oakland. In the adjoin- 
ing compartment are such inspiring 
objects grave-diggers’ tools and 
other accessories pertaining to trade 
and commerce of the City of the 
Dead. Here sits Uncle Billy beside 
his cheerful stove in the winter and 
in the starlit doorway in the sum- 
mer time and plies his double trade 
of writing poetry and Keeping the 


peace.

No Concrete Evidence. 

While official record 
that Uncle Billy has ever obtained 
any concrete evidence from the 
pulchral haunts of Oakland support- 
ing the faith that is in him, he is 
ardent advocate of 
the reincarnation 

Faith, however, 
soes not by proof, and who is 
to say that it was not Uncle Billy 
himself who made the.as yet ulre- 
corded arrest of Brutus for his his- 
torical assassination of Jule Caesar, 
or that he was not with the militia 
when troops were probably called 
out to quell the strikers at the Tower 
of Babel! In his reincarnatory 
moods Uncle Billy is of the firm con- 
viction that the gods have bequeath- 
ed unto him the eternal job of con- 
stable throughout the perpetual 
scheme of things. It must be 
mitted that a job as traffic cop on 
the streets of gold, with an occa 
sional opportunity to pilfer silver- 
shelled peanuts with 10-carat 
mond kernels wold be some _ job! 
And to protect angle-maidens bath- 
ing in the stream that flows by the 
golden streets from the advances of 
celestial mashers would verge dan- 
gerously near a position! 

Uncle Billy is naturally affected in 
his moods and temperament by his 
sepulchral environments, and much 
of his verse is shot through with a 
melancholy strain. This, however, 
does not mean a pessimistic strain, 
for Uncle Billy is a born optimist. 
He is, moreover, a student of the 
best English writers and can sit 
down and discuss the merits of their 
works with the tallest-browed profes- 
sors. The influence of Poe’s melody 
and construction is to be seen in 
many of his poems, while in others 
lighter vein of the latter-day 
hards crops out.

In 1902 the heaviest locomotive on 
one of the greatest railroad systems 
weighed 166,000 pounds.

But 
there are now being built locomotives 
which will weigh 752,000 pounds, ma- 
chines so vast that photographs have 
lately been taken which show an or- 
dinary switch engine safely ensconced 
With room to spare in the firebox oft 
one of them.

Editor Constitution: A remarkable pub- 
lication has recently been i!ssued by V. ©: 
McClatchy, publisher of The Sacramento Bee, 
and ‘a member of the board of directors of 
the Associated Press. Its publication in his 
paper, The Sacramento Bee, January 18, is 
only another indication of the widespread 
determination to deal intelligently with the 
social evil by studying it honestly and 
openly. 

We note with interest Mr. McClatchy’s 
statement as to its reception by the public. 
He says: 

“The objection which might be urged 
against this policy to the effect that such 
matter should not be touched upon in the 
newspaper reaching the homes, 1s answered 
by the grave necessity which exists and by 
the practically unanimous approval given the 
policy by the homes in the case of The Sac- 
ramento Bee. The entire circulation of that 
paper, with the exception of about 4 per cent, 
is delivered by carrier at the doorsteps of 
the. subscriber.” 

McClatchey'’s Remarkable Document. 

The title of the article, “The Venereal 
Plagues, a Menace. to You and Yours,” is 
more than justified by his opening paragraph, 
the truth of which cannot be denied. In 


~this, he says: 


“Hle who realizes that a disease more 
widespread and more terrible in its ravages 
than any other known to civilization is 
threatening degeneracy and destruction to 
the human race; that this condition exists 
and is becoming daily more alarming because 
of ignorance fostered by a false delicacy 
which declines to discuss the subject; owes a 
duty to himself and to his fellows to utter, 
as decently as he may, a word of warning 
and to encourage remedial action by individ- 
uals and by the state. This is in explana- 
tion—not !n apology—for the plain words 
that follow.” 

He continues: 

‘Medical observation indicates that in this 
country 80 per cent of males between the 
ages of 18 and 30 contract gonorrhea. It is 
claimed that from 8 to 18 per cent of young 
men contract syphilis infection. 

“That is to say your son has only one 
chance in five of reaching maturity without 
being tainted by the venereal curse. Your 
daughter has only one chance in five of mar- 


rying:a man who has not been touched by | 


the disease which may be communicated to 


her, and the children, to destroy health and | 


happiness, 


“This condition, bad as it is, grows dally | 


worse. And why? Because you and I, ignor- 
ant of the extent of the peril, have been 
parties to the criminal conspiracy of silence 
which has kept others in ignorance. The 
subject was too delicate for discussion, even 
in private! And now that you and I know 
the danger, shall we warn our fellows, or 
‘delicately’ persist in silence and let them 
walk blindfolded into the pit and drag the 
race after them? 


“How serious are these infections which 


‘are thus reaching the greater part of the 


race? Let these facts answer: 

“Syphilis is said to be responsible for 90 
per cent of locomotor ataxia, for a large 
per cent of still-born children and of prema- 
ture deaths in children, for appoplexy, paraly- 
sis and sudden death, long after the dis- 
ease is supposed to have been eliminated. It 
is said to shorten life on the average of one- 
third. It may rot away the infected one and 
impose on his posterity all manner of defects 
and ailments. European royalty is rotten 
with it. It is highly infectious, and may be 
communicated by contact, by use of a com- 
mon towel, of a publica drinking cup, or of 
any article which has been touched by an 
infected person. Even ‘now, and notwith- 
standing what is claimed for the specific 
“606,”’ physicians are not agreed that the 
effects of the poison once in the blood can be 
entirely eradicated. 

“Gonorrhea, by many young men regarded 
as a joke, is recognized by the modern phy- 
sicilan as even more dangerous than the sis- 
ter curse. It is the principal cause of race 
suicide by inducing sterility—a condition 
which does not necessarily mean impotence. 
It is responsible for 20 to 30 per cent of 
infantile blindness, and for 70 to 85 per cent, 
according to different authorities, of pelvic 
and abdomfnal operations on women. Its 
germ may be carried dormant by the man 
for many years after the apparent cure, and 
then be transferred to an innocent wife, to 
become malignant in her and necessitate 
ovarian operation and perhaps a life of 
unhappiness. The father, using a common 
bathtub with his son, has become infected 
and become permanently blind.” 

After commenting on the diastrous folly 
of silence as to the problem and the known 
truth that prostitution is the principal means 
of spreading the poison, he continues: 


“Purity in the woman ts necessary for 
preservation of the family relation and to 
establish the legitimacy of the children; ‘but 
purity may be maintained as well bv the 
man, not only without injury, but with bene- 
fit, physically and mentally. Athletes, when 
training for trials of skill and endurance are 
forced by experienced trainers to remain 
continent for months. The Catholic clergy 
and the Jesuits, who take in youth vows of 
perpetual chastity, show no loss of vigor. As 
a matter of fact, sexual indulgence, unless in 
moderation, detracts from mental vigor, par- 
ticularly after maturity. 

“The pertinent fact that stands forth in 
this inquiry is that the man who contracts 
the disease does SO, almost invariably, while 
indulging in an illicit pleasure. The woman 
who suffers (aside from the prostitute) on 
the contrary is nearly always an innocent 
victim as are the children with their inher- 
ited or infected taints—all by-products of 
man’s selfish indulgence. 

“This would indicate that the remedial 
measures must be moral rather than physical, 
and that they must have their foundation in 


the practice of self-control on the part of 


the man.

“The double standard of morals should 
be abolished, and society should ‘demand from 
the man the same clean life that is expected 
of the woman.”

This part of the trail is more 
certain than elsewhere, because the 
pioneers blazed the trail, cutting 
three notches into the numerous trees 
of the unbroken forest, and calling it 
the “Three-Nvtch road,’ which name 
it has today. Over tnis trail Andrew 
Jackson marched his troops agatnst 
the British tn 1812-18-14-15, Me- 
Intosh and his force going with him. 
The forests have gone down before the 
fields, and here is perhaps the finest 
white yeomanry in Georgia. It !s con- 
sidered that they produce the finest 
short staple ‘cotton in the world. 
Schools and churches abound and the 
population is fast advancing in cul- 
ture. But to take up the trail again: 
It leaves the reserve, going through 
Lowell, thence to Tyrus by Mexico 
campground; then one-half mile north 
of Black Jack mountain through 
Buchanantown into Alabama, one-half 
mile north of Gratan postofice by 
Bethel campground. Then crossing 
the Little Tallapoosa on Saxon’s bridge 
near Saxon’s mill, on to Bie Tallapoosa, 
Where it crosses at Ridley’s bridge 
through Chillafinnee, then on north 
of Ironton to Tallade sa, Ala.

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An Ingenious Advertising and Selling Campaign Conducted 
by The Atlanta Constitution to Prove the Tangible Results 
of Advertising Sells $1,251,594 in Merchandise 


The Merchants and Manufacturers’ Contest conducted by The Con- 
stitution for sixteen weeks, ending on February 14th, was a joint ad- 
vertising and selling plan, originated recently and adopted by a num- 
ber of newspapers devised primarily to show in a definite and.indis- 
putable way the actual selling power of advertising. 


A weakness, if such it may be termed, in nearly all publicity by 
printer’s ink, is that it is very difficult for those who invest in it to de- 
termine, with exactness, the precise influence which it has on business. 


That judicious advertising pays is no longer a subject for argument 
with progressive business men. But advertising, especially newspaper 
advertising, is speculative, and probably always will be, in the sense that 
its largest benefits for most advertisers is indirect and intangible and 
cannot be computed from day to day from the daily volume of busi- 
ness. 


This is peculiarly true with respect to products sold under trade- 
marks. There is no form of publicity which can be used for exploit- 
ing the merits of labeled or trade-marked merchandise which will 
produce such an immediately proportionate increase in business as will 
make the advertising appear to be paying from day to day. The ad- 
vertiser must not expect a profitable response to individual advertise- 
ments or individual campaigns. He can only rely on the cumulative 
effect of persistent, intelligent effort, supported by a skillful selling 
and distribution system, to capitalize his advertising expenditure 
into net profits in the long run. ‘There is no way of closing out ad- 
vertising transactions day by.day and calculating the profit or loss. 


The Merchants and Manufacturers’ selling campaign was devel- 
oped as a method of converting into a more or less concrete and def- 
inite exhibit the results of advertising, so that they not only would be 
computed into dollars and cents, but would be received concurrently 
with the advertising campaign itself. 


In outline, the plan was this: Manufacturers and selling agents of trade-marked merchandise 
such as flour, coffee, soap and bread, and retail stores handling them, contracted for participation 
by purchasing a fixed advertising space, paid a service fee toward the operating expenses and, in some 
cases, a commission on the goods actually sold. 


The labels or cartons of the trade-marked articles and the sales slips, cash register checks, and 
invoices of the retail stores were accepted as votes, under fixed formulas and fules, in a prize contest, 
in which a number of religious, charitable and philanthropic societies, social organizations and indi- 
viduals competed tor honors. 


The newspaper advertising and publicity and_ the prizes offered, aggregating $6,000, elicited and 
concentrated the interest of thousands of people, mostly women, upon these labeled goods and the 
stores participating, with the result that an almost incredible amount of merchandise was sold, the 
distribution of all the lines of products greatly increased and new patronage attracted to stores 
which, 1f it could have been accomplished by any other advertising plan, could not have been so def- 
initely, emphatically and quickly known. Atlanta business men, generally, have expressed the opin- 
ion that business was stimulated to an appreciable degree for all of them, 
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The results themselves not only were astonishing in the aggregate, 
but each advertiser knows in dollars and cents, from the amount of his 
labels or sales slips voted in the contest, just how much business he re- 
ceived directly from the campaign. The labels and sales slips brought 
to The Constitution building by wagon loads, first overreaching the ca- 
pacity of three large rooms and in the end occupying the corridors of 
two floors, were the tangible, indisputable evidence of business done 


as the result of advertising. 
Here are some of the abstract figures:— 


The total amount of grocer, drug, food and beverage products sold 
under trade-marks, such as Gold Medal Flour, Pvle’s Pearline, etc., was

The total amount of goods of all kinds sold by the retail stores was 


$757,554. |

This makes a grand total of $1,251,394 in merchandise pur- 
chased from firms participating in the campaign, as represented bv 
the conclusive evidence of the sales to contestants and their friends. 


There is, of course, no possible method of computing the future 
business from new users and customers which every concern has se- 
cured, or the good-will value of such patronage, but it is. of greater and 
more permanent benefit than the business already done. Many of the 
firms, somewhat fearful that the new business was transient, have re- 
ported consistent “repeat orders,” showing that a high percentage of 
new users of trade-marked products are now buying them constantlv 
and that new customers, pleased with store service, are coming back 
and not returning to prior business associations. 


The business done in this campaign by The Constitution is believed 
to be the largest on record, although a number of similar plans have 
been conducted in larger cities by larger newspapers and with more 
products and stores represented. | 


As further concrete evidence of definite results— 
The number of UNCLE SAM BREAD labels voted was 1,900,000, 
representing an aggregate sale of $95,000. 


The RED ROCK bottle caps received were approximately 1,000,000, 
representing $50,000 in sales. These caps, about the size of a silver 
quarter, made a pile, when arranged for photographing, eight feet or 
more across at the base and five feet high. 


The COTTOLENE can lids received amounted to about six truck 
loads, and represented $100,000 in sales.

_AIRIO SYRUP cartons were received representing $4,800. This is 
a new product, which has been thoroughly distributed during the cam- 
paign in a market already glutted with syrups. 


MAXWELL HOUSE COFFEE cans represented $4,320. 


PYLE’S PEARLINE sales were $1,500. The last few days of the 
contest all dealers were sold out of Pearline; one order for. 400 cases, 
accompanied by check, could not be filled. 


DOMINO RICE was sold to the amount of $1,716.00. Not only is 
this a comparatively new product, but package rice has for years been 
difficult to establish, several attempts having failed. | 


These are cited only as examples. Many other products in addition 
to those mentioned received equivalent returns, proportionate to the 
demand for them. 


The business of retail stores, as represented by the sale slips and 
invoices voted, have not been computed individually, as there is no 
especial value in the figures.

NINE POINTERS FOR SALESMEN 


1. Before you make an approach, put 
yourself in your prospect's place. Try 
to imagine how he feels, what he is 
thinking, what he needs. Talk your 
goods over with him beforehand. Don't 
say one word that will bump him off 
the order-track. And when’ you've 
sold him in your mina, march in and 
sell the man himself. 


2. Don't fly off the handle because 
oyur customer-to-be does. Be patient, 
even sympathetic. The most impor- 
tant thing in the whole day's work is 
to get his viewpoint, to understand 
what feature of your goods or your 
talk jars him. Knowing this, you can 
wipe it out and often close the order 
On the strength of his reaction. } 

8. You must expect men to be skep- 
tical, prejudiced, reluctant, indifferent 
to what you offer them. If they were 
not, there would Le no job for you as 
salesman. Your boss could hire a mes- 
senger boy to collect the orders. Don’t 
quarrel, then, with conditions that give 
you your opportunities and put order- 
takers, out of the race. 

4. Every time you fail to induce a 
man to buy, leave him with a smile; 
but go out and sit down for a serious 
think by yourself. There has been a 
reason for your failure. Find it, there- 
fore, before you risk another prospect's 
Ta If the fault was your own, 
correct it—forget the fallure—but 
hang on to the lesson it has taught. 

5. Don’t stop calling on a man be- 


cause he says he does not need your 
product—if you know that he does 


| 


ueed them. Don’t lose courage even 
when he denies you without turning 
from the work he has in the hand. He 
may be so busy that the goods you of- 
fer haven't a spark of present interest 
or future promise for him. 

6. Many a sale is lost because the 
salesman did got get at the real ob- 
jection in his prospect’s mind. Don't 
use up your energy, therefore, over- 
coming a “straw’’ objection set up for 
you to shoot at. Use straterv to find 
the real obstacle—then demolish it. 
Don’t understudy: the machine that 
turns out form letters by the hour. 


7. Personality is the strongest single 
force in salesmanship. But the solic- 
itor who depends on it alone can’t 
compete with the salesman who backs 
up his magnetism by demonstrating 
the selling points for his goods. Even

8. Obstacles were made to determine 
the msrket value af success. Remem- 
ber, that when the tide is lowest it is 
just upon the point of turning. Many 
a salesinan gives up the battle just 
as his prospect Is trying to discover 
how to give him the order yet save 
his face. Don’t ever be a bore—but 
learn how to hang on. 


9. Start every day right by selline 
your joh to yourself. Unless it is a 
daily delight instead of a daily duty, 
vou are not presenting the best side 
of yourself and your goods to your 
prospects. Be cheerful, then. Smile, 
walk erect, hold up vour head. Cour- 
age, faith and the heppy mood that 
means efficiency will follow.—System.

SALESMANSHIP. 


The second point that the salesman 
has to consider in the sales talk is 
that of attention. Having first aroused 
the prospects interest, he has to make 
his talk of sufficient strength and 
force to hold the attention until he 
has impressed the point he Is striving 
to, strongly enough on the buyers mind 
te create the desire for the goods. 

It is in the attention part of the 
talk that personality of the salesman 
probably counts for most. He must 
have the ability to. present his argu- 
ment in such a telling manner that 
the buyer to whom he 1s talking will 
eh gy from sheer interest in the sub- 
ect. 

To do this effectively the first prime 
essential for the salesman is a fine 
knowledge of his gods. It is impos- 
sible to wet another man interested in 
— of which you know little your- 
self. 

A man was out the other day try- 
ing to swell books. These books com-~ 
prised a course in “Salesmanship,” and 
in talking to a prospect he mentioned 
the different titles of the volumes. The 
prospect was sufficiently interested tu 
inguire as to the style of the books 
and the manner in which the subjects 
were treated, and the salesman could 
give no information on this point. He 
finally intimated that he had not read 
the books or take nthe course himself 
and so, of course knew very Mttle about 
them. 

Now, in the first place, it sounds like 
the story about the blind leading the 
blind, when a man its ‘trying to sell a 
course in salesmanship that he has not 
himself taken. But secondly, no man 
should try to sell anything, 
be books, shoes or tobacco. If he 
selling .books he shouid at least have 
read the booke once, if.shoes, he should 
know what is meant by “Goodyear 
welt’ ’and it tobacco he should know 
the difference between Havana and 
Sumatra wrapper.

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This pansy motif design is especially adapted for a tea apron embellishment, having the appearance of a set-on figure when finished, 

Make the embroidery first before fashioning the apron. It is best to use a good grade of handkerchief linen, as sneer as possidie. 

Use ball floss, the soft variety with the silken sheen. If a coarser material is used, you will be surprised at the excetient work which can be done with a heavy grade of cotton O. N. T. hand-thread. This softens In the wash, spreads smoothly and 
lasts eternally It does excellent work on cotton fabrics. 

Outline the pansies with satin stitch, or if you care to devote the time to it, you can outline the wide portions with a pretty crochet stitch made with linen thread. This is not really a crochet stitch, but a series of buttonhole stitches used to cover a 
wide portion, giving the lace-like appearance when finished. The cross lines can be finished in outline, “seeded” with French knots, inset with lace nei, or worked with the Battenberg net stitch. This, too, is only a network of buttonhole stitches, varied with

DIOGENES LOTHARIO HAS A FEW WORDS TO SAY ON AN ABSORBING TOPIC 


My bachelor friend—I will call him 
Mr. Diogenes Lothario because he so 
evenly combines skepticism with ro- 
mantic attractions, it would be unfair 
to call him either skeptical or ro- 
mantic without modifying the quality 
—felt very uneasy when he read how 
the suffragettes were treated in 
Washington the other day. 

I knew that he was one of the few 
people who had thus far been able 
to see both sides of the question— 
the fact that there was danger to 
‘the fireside at which he had not yet 
permanently sat, in case suffrage be- 
came world-wide, and also the fact 
that women had every right to vote. 

“How can you explain, friend,” -I 
asked, “this conduct of the part of 
the race you represent—those who 
have held chivalry as an attribute es- 
sentially man’s, when the suffrage 
parade was held in Washington? 

“Was it just a disorganized mob of 
people unexpectedly gathered, who 
would Wave behaved badly in the 
passing of any parade, or do you 
think it was a sort of protest against 
the movement represented?” 


Diogenes Lothario 
Explains. 

Then it was that my friend showed 
the real chivalry in him—showed he 
was more Lothario than Diogenes 
when he said: “It was the expressed 
attitude of the unthinking masculine 
mind against a movement they lit- 
tle understood. 

“It was the expression of primi- 
tiveness that you may always expect 
from the tramp on the street, the 
untutored boy in search of the ex- 
citement on the street, and of the 
man who knows only two types of 
womant--a type which at home has 
not been inspirational, and the type 
on the street who are the slaves of 
men. This kind of man wants neith- 
er the drudge at home, nor the one

This incident of the lack of control 
of the street on the occasion of the 
suffrage parade following directly 
upon the New York police scandal, 
and the stories which are told daily 
of corruption in municipal police sys- 
tems, make more emphatic each day 
the wisdom expressed by James 
Bryce more than twenty-five years 
azo. when he said that our greatest 
weakness as a nation lay in our muni- 
cipal government. 


How They Can 
Help Things. 

Now, while women are waiting for 
the vote, the question presents itself 
strongly to me, how can they help 
on with this weakness? 

“How they can help make things 
better?” was answered very clearly 
by Dr. Herbert-Sands of the Bureau 
of Municipal Research when. lectur- 
ing before the Woman’s clubs here he 
advised: 

“Make yourselves publicity agents; 
praise the good you see done; help 
individually and in your organizations 
the good institutions in your midst; 
help the schools; stand by your park 
commission and help them; exploit 
the good you see being done by your 
public officials—in brief, exploit the 
good you see being done in the com- 
munity’—and then in the addresses 
following there was that ever good 
note sounded to patronize home in- 
dustries. 

Now, these are the general oblizga- 
tions women should feel toward the 
institutions doing a common good 
for all, but there are some obliga- 
tions which men owe to women in 
their public activities. Women have

|delphia and only 70 in Paris. 


London 
has nearly 10,000 listed securities, whila 


‘Wall street has under 1,600, of which 


almost exactly two-thirds are bonds. 
The par value of London’s Ust is nearly 
double that of New York and Philadel- 
phia together. The London exchange 
pays a dividend to members of 100 per 
cent. To be a member one must own 
at least three of the 20,000 shares of 
the exchange. These shares are $65 
paid in, but sell for about $950. No 
one broker may own r- than 200 
shares. 

Membership in the Paris bourz: is 
now worth upward of $400,000. Thera 
a broker must put up a guarantee fun ° 
of $50,000 against failure. In Londc 
the commission charged by brokers » 
buy or sell a stock, the prices of whk 
is between $50 and $100 the share, 
25 cents, and over $200 it is 50 cent 
Payments for stocks bought in Londo 
are made only one every two week 
on a given settlement day, whereas,! 
this country all settlements must oc- 
cur within a working day.

How Cheese Is Aged. 


(From The New York American.) 

Another use has been found for elec- 
tricity, that of aging cheese. An in- 
dustrial electrician of Rotterdam, Hol- 
land, through a long series of experil- 
ments, found that he could take an ab- 
solutely fresh cheese and in one day 
actually “age” it two years. In other 
words, by means of electricity he would 
make this fresh cheese have all the con- 
sistency, taste and appearance of a fine 
cheese that had been stored away an4 
carefully aged for two years. 

He takes a fresh cheese and subjects 
it to an alternating current. At the 
end of 24 hours of constant alternating 
electrical current through this. cheese 
{t possesses all the properties of a fine 
two-year-old cheese, 

This has naturally aroused great in- 
terest in Holland, where cheese making 
is one of the big tndustries. It is said 
the electrician claims he can do many 
other things with cheese by means of 
electricity, including an apparatug that 
will enable the manufacturer to so 
graduate and direct electrical action of 
this nature as to give cheese any taste 
desired and any consistency that may 
be needed to supply the wants of a fas- 
tidious market.

Webb Measure Attacked, 


Richmond, Va., March 8.—Wholesale 
liquor dealers in Richmond and Peterse- 
burg today applied to Judge Waddill, 
of the United States district court, for 
a temporary injunction to restrain the 
Southern Express company from re- 
fusing to. accept liquor for shipment 
to points in South Carolina. The pro- 
ceeding ig the first attack upon the 
constitutionality of the Webb-Kenyon 
bill which passed both branches of con- 
gress over President Taft's veto. After 
argument Judge Waddill announced 
that he would nender an opinion on 
Monday. On the ground that the 
South Carolina dispensary act of 1896, 
when taken in connection with the 
Webb-Kenyon act, threatens every 
employee with fine and imprisonment 
should the carrier undertake to for- 
ward liquor eel pmente to any point in 
that state, the Southern Express com- 
pany in Richmond has, since March 5, 
refused to accept further consignments. 
The South Carolina act designates as 
contraband all liquor not purchased 
from the state dispensaries, while the 
Webb-Kenyon act forbids the _ ship- 
ment of liquor into other states to be 
used or disposed of contrary to the law 
there provided. 

Ordered to Deliver Liquor. 

Abbeville, 8S. C., March 8.—Chief 
Justice Gary, of the South Carolina 
supreme court, today sigped an order 
requiring the Southern Express com- 
pany to deliver a package sald to con- 
tain liquor to D. F. Collicutt, the 
consignee, in Columbia. It is pos- 
sible that the case may be taken to 
the supreme court of the United States 
to test the validity of the Webb-Ken- 
yon Jaw. Under this law the express 
company claimed it could not deliver 
liquor in South Carolina and it ‘held 
up a shipmeny to Collicutt. Chief Jus- 
tice Gary’s order may be applied to the 
other express offices in this state, 
especially in dry counties. which have 
refused to deliver liquor.

WIFE TRIES 


10 SHOOT. HUSBAND 


Shadows Him to Residence of 
Neighbor and Has Both 
Put Under Arrest. 


Only the prompt action of Police 
man Shumate prevented pretty Mrs 
Lewis C. Kalb from shooting her hus- 
band, Lewis C. Kalb, a well-known 
contractor, shortly before midnight, 
when she shadowed him to the resi- 
dence of Mrs. B. D. Balley, where both 
he and the latter woman were ar- 
rested.

She fell into hysterics, and had to be 
removed to her home at 397 Moreland 
avenue; only a door or two below the 
Bailey residence, which is situated at 
401 South Moreland. 

Shortly after 11 o’clock Mrs. Kalb, 
who had shadowed her husband from 
their residence to the home of Mrs. 
Bailey, telephoned police headquarters 
for men to come and arrest the coupte. 
She met Dodd and Shumate in front 
of the house at No. 401 and demanded 
that they place her husband and the 
Bailey woman under arrest. 

She waited outside the house while 
Dodd and Shumate went inside. When 
they came through the front door the 
contractor’s wife, who had stood in the 
darkness outside, jumped to her hus- 
band’s side.

Washington, D. C4 March 8.—(Spe- 
Clal.)—Legislation aftecting labor in! 
lighten the load of those 
“men and women upon whoém the dead 
; Welght and burden of it all has fallen 
| pitilessly the years through” is ex- 
pected to be one of the principal aims 
new administration, and fo- 
‘cusses eyes on the new -department of 
labor, headed by William B. Wilson. 

The new head of this department is 
extreme labor unionist, and its sup- 
of Samuel Gompers, president of the 
American Federation of Labor. This is 
taken to mean that the new depart- 
ment, which will handle immigration, 
child dabor and other matters of great

importance in this country, will be 
dominated by the men who are in full 
sympathy with organized labor. 

Mr. Taft, in the memorandum he 
made when he signed the bill creating 
this new department, declared that he 
signed it reluctantly, because he Dbe- 
lieved no new department should be 
created without a careful reorganiza- 
tion of all. government activities and 
assignment of duties. He did not veto 
the bill, he said, for fear his act might 
be misconstrued. 

In the house Mr. Wilson evas looked 
upon as the representative of Mr. 
Gompers. No legislation proposed by 
the Federation of Labor failed to re- 
ceive his enthusiastic support. Not 
only was Mr. Wilson heartily in favor 
of the anti-injunction and contempt 
legislation asked for by the labor or- 
Sanizations, but never failed to vote 
for eight hour provisions in every guise 
and he strongly favored the adoption 
of an amendment to the Sunday civil 
appropriation bill, stipulating that the 
attorney general should not use any 
of the money carried in that bill for 
the prosecution of labor or farmers’ 
organizations This alleged “class leg- 
islation’’ caused Mr Taft to veto the 
bill.
